India  second  official  estimate  of  1937  flaxseed  acreage 
reported  at  2,879,000  acres  as  compared  with  the  revised  sec- 
ond estimate  for  1936  of  2,636,000  and  the  final  figure  of 
3,402,000  acres.     (Director  of  Statistics,  Calcutta.) 

Egyptian  cotton  ginnings  to  the  end  of  February  amount- 
ed to  1,778,000  bales  of  478  pounds  net,  including  scarto  or 
linters,  compared  with  1,594,000  bales  ginned  to  the  end  of 
February  1936.  Total  ginnings  during  the  1935-36  season 
amounted  to  1,769,000  bales.  (International  Institute  of 
Agriculture,  Rome.) 

London  wool  sales  closed  March  12  with  general  tone  of 
market  excellent.  Compared  with  closing  of  preceeding  series 
of  sales  on  January  27,  prices  for  greacy  merinos  were  5  to 
7.5  percent  higher  and  scoured  merinos  5  percent  higher.  All 
greasy  crossbreds  were  on  a  par  and  all  scoured  crossbreds  5 
percent  higher.  All  lamb  slipes  were  2.5  percent  higher  and 
all  sheep  slipes  5  percent  higher.  Crossbreds  were  taken 
chiefly  by  Yorkshire  buyers  and  most  of  the  merinos  went  to 
the  Continent.     (Agricultural  Attache  C,  C.  Taylor,  London.) 
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GRAINS 

Poland  guards  against  a  grain  shortage 

Some  apprehension  is  felt  in  Poland  lest  there  be  a  shortage  of 
grain  in  that  country  during  1937,  according  to  information  received 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     Although  the  1936  bread-grain 
crop  now  appears  to  have  been  considerably  smaller  than  that  of  1935, 
there  was  a  marked  increase  in  exports  of  both  wheat  and  rye  during 
1936.     With  domestic  grain  prices  increasing  rapidly  and  the  condition 
of  the  1957  crops  somewhat  unsatisfactory,  the  Polish  Government  re- 
cently placed  an  indefinite  embargo  on  exports  of  wheat  and  rye.  (See 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  February  15,  1937.)    High  world  prices  had 
already  made  unnecessary  the  export  premiums,  previously  in  force,  which 
were  abolished  by  a  decree  of  December  15,  1956,  effective  on  March  15, 
1937. 

COTTON 

Argentine  cotton  cro-Q  reduced 

The  1956-37  Argentine  cotton  crop  is  officially  forecast  by  the 
Cotton  Board  at  560,000  bales,  as  reported  by  P.  0  Nyhus ,  Agricultural 
Attache  at  Buenos  Aires.     This  compares  with  a  revised  estimate  of 
375,000  bales  for  the  record  crop  of  the  preceding  year.     This  season's 
production  will  be  far  below  earlier  expectations,  since  a  record  area 
of  1,015,000  acres  was  planted  to  cotton,  compared  with  765,000  acres 
for  the  1955-56  crop.     Excessive  drought  early  in  the  season  delayed 
plantings  and  retarded  germination.     This,   together  with  attacks  from 
locusts  in  practically  the  whole  cotton  belt  and  from  other  insects  in 
some  areas,  reduced  yields  below  the  level  expected,  although  rains  in 
February  improved  conditions  somewhat  in  the  Chaco  Territory,  the  chief 
cotton  area. 

TOBACCO 

Flue-cured  tobacco  acreage  in  Orient  increased 

The  1957  flue-cured  tobacco  area  in  China,  Manchuria,  and  Japan 
is  forecast  at  from  220,000  to  250,000  acres,  as  against  the  1956  area 
of  200,000  acres,  and  the  5-year  average,  1951-1955,  of  145,000  acres, 
according  to  a  report  received  from  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner 
J.  Barnard  C-ibbs  at  Shanghai.     The  large  profit  received  from  the  1956 
crop  is  the  principal  reason  for  the  expected  increase  in  acreage.  The 
average  price  paid  for  this  tobacco  in  the  Far  Eastern  countries  in 
1956  was  the  highest  average  for  any  recent  year,   except  1934,  while  in 
the  case  of  China,  the  principal  producing  country,  prices  paid  were  the 
highest  on  record.     In  spite  of  the  increased  prices  from  other  crops 
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competing  with  tobacco  for  the  use  of  land,   the  farmers  found  it  more 
profitable  to  cultivate  tobacco  than  other  crops.     Another  factor  which 
is  contributing  to  an  increase  in  acreage  under  flue-cured  tobacco  is 
the  assistance  given  the  farmer  by  the  respective  governmental  agencies 
interested  in  tobacco  production. 

If  the  average  yield  per  acre  in  1937  should  be  approximately 
equal  to  the  average  in  recent  years  the  production  would  be  about 
280,000,000  pounds,  as  compared  with  the  record  1936  harvest  now  esti- 
mated at  232,000,000  pounds,  and  a  5-year  average  of  179,000,000  pounds- 

Imports  of  American  flue-cured  tobacco  into  China.  Manchuria, 
and  Japan,  which  amounted  to  33,000,000  pounds  during  the  1935-36 
marketing  year,  are  expected  to  reach  a  total  of  about  52.000,000  pounds 
during  1936-37.     The  material  increase  in  acreage,  however,  and  the  ex- 
pected rise  in  production  providing  a  normal  yield  is  obtained,  are 
likely  to  result  in  considerably  smaller  takings  of  American  flue-cured 
tobacco  in  the  forthcoming  marketing  year  of  1937-38. 

It  is  expected  that  the  area  planted  to  flue-cured  tobacco  in 
China  in  1937  will  be  approximately  170,000  acres  against  154,000  acres 
in  1936.     The  districts  of  Ann we i  and  Shantung  will  account  for  much  of 
the  increase.     If  an  average  yield  of.  about  1,190  pounds  per  acre  is 
obtained  in  China  in  1937,  the  production  will  be  approximately  200,000,- 
000  pounds  compared  with  the  record  1936  crop  of  170,000,000  pounds.  The 
1937  area  of  flue-cured  tobacco  in  the  Japanese  Empire  is  forecast  at 
about  46,900  acres,  of  which  40,100  will  be  in  Japan  Proper;  4,900  in 
Korea,  and  1,200  acres  in  Formosa.     With  average  yields  the  total  1937 
production  for  the  Japanese  Empire  would  amount  to  about  71,000,000  pounds. 
Even  if  the  trend  in  recent  years  in  flue-cured  consumption  continues,  the 
expected  1937  output  will  be  around  16,000,000  pounds  above  the  estimated 
consumption.     It  is  expected  that  the  surplus  will  be  exported  largely  to 
Manchuria.     See  table  showing  area,  production,  and  farm  price  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  in  China,  Manchuria,  and  Japan,  1931-1937,  on  page  152. 

EEUITS,  VEGETABLES ,  AM)  NUTS 

Larger  supplies  but  smaller  exports  of  Mediterranean  filberts 

The  combined  1936  production  of  filberts  in  Italy,   Spain,  and 
Turkey  was  about  126,000  short  tons,  unshelled  basis,  according  to  a 
report  from  Agricultural  Attache  N.  I.  Nielsen  at  Paris.     In  1935, 
113,000  tons  were  estimated  to  have  been  produced  in  those  three  coun- 
tries, while  the  7-year  average,  1929-1935,  was  about  94,800  tons.  Due 
tc  this  increased  production  and  the  smaller  exports  during  the  first  4- 
months  of  the  current  season,  filbert  stocks  in  the  Mediterranean  Basin 
countries  on  January  1,  1937,  were  said  to  be  above  those  of  January  1, 
1936.     In  the  case  of  Spain  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  production 
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information  since  the  outbreak  of  the  civil  war  so  that  the  present  esti- 
mate includes  the  early  July  forecast  of  26,000  tons.     The  1936  filbert 
production  in  Italy  was  about  34,000  tons,  or  almost  twice  as  large  as 
the  1935  production  of  18,000  tons.     In  Turkey,   on  the  other  hand,  it  is 
believed  that  about  66,000  tens  were  produced  as  compared  with  71,000  ton 
in  1935. 

Exports  of  filberts  from  Italy  have  increased  during  the  present 
season.     Very  little  information  is  available  on  filbert  exports  from 
Spain,  while  exports  from  Turkey  have  been  slower  in  the  first  4  months 
of  the  current  season  than  during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  From 
September  through  December  1936,  it  is  believed  that  about  72,000  tons  cf 
unshelled  filberts  were  exported  from  Italy,   Spain,  and  Tarkey.  This 
represents,  a  6-percent  decrease  from  the  76,300  tens  estimated  to  have 
been  exported  from  these  countries  during  the  same  4-month  period  of  the 
preceding  year. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  current  season,  it  is  believed  that 
Turkey  will  not  export  more  than  an  average  quantity  of  shelled  filberts. 
Moreover,   if  Spanish  filberts  continue  to  be  withheld  from  export  the 
Naples  District  of  Italy  is  expected  to  sell  a  larger  than  usual  propor- 
tion of  its  remaining  filbert  stocks. 


UK I  TED  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  JANUARY 

The  volume  index  of  farm  products  exported  from  the  United  States 
in  January  1937,  after  being  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation,  stood  at 
57.     This  duplicated  the  index  for  January  1936  and  exceeded  that  for 
January  1935.     It  was  also  above  that  of  the  preceding  month. 

Following  the  decline  in  December  of  1936,  exports  of  cotton  took 
an  upvrard  turn,   the  index  amounting  to  66.     This  was  also  greater  than 
the  indexes  for  January  1935  and  1936. 

Tobacco  and  fruits  exceeded  the  pre-war  level.     The  index  for 
tobacco  was  115.     Except  for  1936,  when  exports  were  unusually  heavy, 
this  was  the  highest  January  index  since  1931. 

Fraits,  with  an  index  of  146,  recovered  much  of  the  ground  lost 
during  the  preceding  months.     This  was  considerably  under  the  volume 
exported  at  this  season  during  the  two  preceding  years,  however. 

The  index  of  21  for  wheat  and  flour  showed  a  slight  improvement 
over  the  very  low  monthly  indexes  of  the  last  2  years.     Cured  pork 
made  a  very  poor  showing  with  an  index  of  7.     The  index  of  lard  was 
18,  the  lowest  in  nearly  a  year. 
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Accumulations  -  July- January 

Farm  products  exported  from  the  United  States  during  the • 7  months 
.ended  January  31,  1937,  were  valued  at  $474,345,000.     This  compares  with 
$533,150,000  exported  in  1935-o6  or  a  decrease  of  11  percent.     The  vol- 
ume index  for  the  7  months  of  1936-37  stood  at  55,     For  the  same  period 
last  sea.son,  the  index  was  65.     Cotton  made  up  51  percent  of  this  total, 
leaf  tobacco  22  percent,  and  fruits  more  than  9  percent. 

The  United  States  exported  3,762,000  'bales  of  cotton  valued  at 
$239,758,000  as  against  4,509,000  hales  valued  at  $276,474,000  a  year 
earlier.     This  represented  a  decline  in  volume  of  17  percent  but  be- 
cause of  .somewhat  higher  prices  the  decrease  in  value  was  only  13  percent. 
Japan  continued  to  be  the  heaviest  purchaser,  taking  970,000  bales  as 
against  1,166,000  bales  last  season.     Sales  to  the  United  Kingdom  fell 
from  989,000  bales  in  1935-36  to  847,000  bales  daring  the  7  months  ended 
January  31,  1937.    Exports  to  Cermany  amounted  to  340,000  bales  in  the 
July-January  period  of  1936-37  as  against  536,000  bales  a  year  earlier. 
The  only  countries  showing  gains  over  the  7  months  of  1935-36  were  France , 
the  Netherlands,  and  Canada.. 

Less  tobacco  was  exported  in  the  July-January  period  of  1936-37 
than  in  the  same  period  last  season.     Total  exports  amounted  to  273,525,000 
pounds  as  against  292,55'9,00u  pounds  during  the  same  months  of  1935-36. 
All  types  except  Burley,  Green  River,  and  Perique  shared  in  the  decline. 
With  the  exception  of  fresh  pee.rs,  exports  of  all  kinds  of  fruit  took  a. 
downward  trend.     Lard  exports  increased  from  38,469,000  pounds  last  season 
to  59,587,000  pounds  during  the  7  months  ended  January  31,  1937.  Other 
products  showing  moderate  gains  over  a  year  ago  were  dried  milk,  infant's 
food,  neutral  lard,  pickled  and  canned  beef  and  pork,  canned  poultry, 
canned  sausage,  wheat  including  flour,  pecans,  walnuts,  and  onions.

INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  COTTON 


Luring  the  5  months  ended  January  31,  1937,  combined  cotton  exports  from 
the  United  States,  British  India,  Egypt,  Brazil,  Peru,  and  Argentina  amounted  to 
6,907,000  bales-,  a  gain  over  each  of  the  2  preceding  years.    Luring  the  present 
season,  the  United  States  has  supplied  a  little- more  than  one-half  of  the  cotton 
exported  from  these  six  countries  compared  with  an  average  of  71  percent  during 
1923-24  to  1932-33.     Of  outstanding  interest  is  the  gain  in  exports  from  South 
American  countries.     Luring  the  10~years  1923-24  to  1932-33,  only  4  percent  of

Luring  the  first  6  months  of  the  current  cotton  year,  Prance,  the  Nether- 
lands and  Canada  were  the  only  countries  taking  more  American  cotton  than  in  the 
corresponding  1935-36  period.    Exports  to  such  important  takers  as  Japan  and  the 
United  Kingdom  declined  this  year,  as  did  exports  to  Germany.     See  figures  in 
table  on  page  141. 

Tne  1936-37  exports  from  Brazil  reached  a  record  level  at  490,000  bales. 
Japan  and  Germany  have  been  talcing  larger  amounts  of  Brazilian  cotton  in  recent 
years..,  Exports  to  those  two  countries  and  the  United  Kingdom  accounted  for  over 
70  percent  of  the  total  so  far  this  season.-  The  expansion  in  exports  of  Argen- 
tine cotton  which  has  been  so  apparent  in  recent  years,  continued  into  1936-37. 
Exports  from  Peru  were  larger  than  the  10-year  average,  but  smaller  than  those 
of  a  year  earlier. 


Exports  from  British  India,  also  reached  record  levels  for  the  6-month 
period  of  1936-37.    Exports  to  Japan  increased  to  64  percent  of  the  total, 
while  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  were  more  than  double  the  10-year  average. 
The  current  year' s  exports  from  Egypt  were  second  only  to  those  of  the  compara- 
ble 1933-34  period.     Considerably  more  than  one-third  of  the  Egyptian  exports 
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rcent "  to  the  United  Kingdom.    Exports  to  Japan  have  accounted  for  from  6  to  14  per- 
cent of  the  total  since  1934-35,   against  5  percent  in  the  1983-24  to  1932-33 
period.
